Seventh Annual Campaign 
of Agency to Raise Total

A resolution adopted by represen- 
tatives of 50 Evangelical and Re- 
formed Protestant Churches, criti- 
cising the United Charities method 
of distributing funds among hospi- 
tals, was made public today by the 
conference chairman, the Rev. O 
A. Egger, pastor of Immanuel 
Evangelical and Reformed Church 
of Ferguson. 2 : 
The resolution points out that 
certain Protestant hospitals do not 
share in United Charities funds. 
It asks that these funds be dis- 
tributed among hospitals on the 
basis of their charitable service. 
The practice of United Charities 
has been to base allotments to hos- 
pitals on the size of their deficits, 
rather than the volume of their 
charitable service. Under this sys- 
tem hospitals which have large en- 
dowments or income from fees may 
receive less from United Charities 
jthan other hospitals, whose charit- 
able service is no greater, or even 
less extensive, 

Reasons Given in Protest. 
The resolution, adopted Wednes- 
day at a meeting held at Ebenezer

of 22,660° church members and 
church groups affiliated with the 
conference. Copies were sent to the 
officers of United Charities and to 
the Metropolitan Church Federa- 
tion. a 


It sets forth that members of 
Protestant churches have consist- 
ently supported United Charities, 
although certain Protestant hos- 
pitals do not share in the funds 
raised, and “all efforts to correct 
the unequal distribution of funds 
have been of no avail.” 


“We respectfully petition those 
in authority,” the resolution con- 
tinues, “to give consideration to 
making the distribution of United 
Charities funds to hospitals on tne 
basis of actual charity service 
rendered, rather than on the basis 
of operating deficits. 

“We would furthermore request 
that United Charities make it pos- 
sible for donors to assign their con- 
tributions to institutions of their 
choice, for which there is an in- 
creasingly insistent demand.” 
United Charities, an organization 
which represents 87 Catholic, Prot- 
estant, Jewish and non-sectarian 
welfare agencies, permits donors to 
designate the agencies which will 
receive their contributions, but un- 
der its rules no agency can receive 
more than the amount allotted to 
it by the budget committee of 
United Charities. 


Deaconess Hospital Rejected. 


One of the hospitals which does 
not share in United Charities funds 
is the Deaconess, affiliated with 
the Evangelical and Reformed 
Church. 

Kirk E. Latta, acting director 
of United Charities, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter this hos- 
pital applied for admission to Unit- 
ed Charities last year, but was re- 
fused because its financial state- 
ment showed a profit for the pre- 


The hospital’s statement as sub- 
mitted, Latta said, showed a profit 
of but $3362, but revised to conform 
with the standard accounting prac- 
tice of other United Charities hos- 
pitals, by eliminating depreciation 
of hospital plant and endowment 
securities, the profit was placed at 
$37,571. 

Latta said, however, that the 
question of whether aid should be 
given to hospitals on a deficit or 
charity service basis was under 
study by a joint committee repre- 
senting United Charities, the So- 


Louis Medical Society. This com- 
mittee, of which Stuart A. Queen, 
professor of sociology at Washing- 
ton University is chairman, is not 
ready to report, Latta said.

— Pres- 
dent Lazaro Cardenas of Mexico, 
in an exclusive interview with the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent yester« 
day, declared that the Mexican Gov. 
ernment had agreed to pay Ameri- 
can land owners for expropriated 
agricultural lands in order to pre- 
serve friendship with the United 


States. Cardenas aid that only de- 
tails of payment remained to be 
worked out between the two gov 
ernments, indicating clearly that 
the recent sharp controversy be- 
tween the two nations was at an 
end, 

At the same time Cardenas de 
clared that his Government would 
accept no compromise on the issue 
of expropriated

land distribution program have 
been the subject of several sharp 
notes exchanged between the gov- 
ernments. Secretary of State Hull 
has put a value of more than $10,< 
000,000 on the lands, taken over 4 
period of more than 10 years, and 
has demanded immediate arrange 
ments for payment. 
The President seemed obviously 
relieved that the controversy with 
the powerful neighbor on the north 
had been virtually settled, in fact 
he denied—a slightly ironic smile 
on his impassive face—that it had 
been a controversy at all. “It has 
been merely a peaceful discussion, 
of differences,” he said. 


Mexico Recedes From Stand. 

Hitherto Mexico nas insisted that 
American land owners could not 
be given preferential treatment 
over Mexican owners.

Fuehrer Receives Chvalkov- 
sky Without Ceremony at 
Munich and Discusses 
With Him All Questions 
of Interest.” 


SWEEPING NATURE OF 
ENVOY’S PROMISE 


Berlin Says It Means 
Prague Will Adapt For- 
eign, Economic and Mil- 
itary Policies to Those of 
the Reich.

MUNICH, Oct. 14—An official 


German announcement today said 
that Frantisek Chvalkovsky, For- 
eign Minister of Czechoslovakia, 


had given Reichsfuehrer Hitler as- 
surances that Czechoslovakia will 
adopt a “loyal attitude” toward 
Germany. 

The announcement was made 
some two hours after Hitler had 
received the Czechoslovak envoy in 
the Fuehrerhaus. scene of the his- 
toric Munich conference which two 
weeks ago set the seal on Czecho- 
slovakia’s dismemberment at Hit- 
ler’s behest. 

The announcement said: 

“The Fuehrer today received 
Czechoslovak Foreign Minister 
Chvalkovsky in the presence of 
Reichs Foreign Minister von Rib- 
bentrop. 

“The Czechoslovak Minister gave 
the Fuehrer assurance that Czecho- 
slovakia would assume a loyal at- 
titude toward Germany. Of this 
the Fuehrer took cognizance with 
satisfaction. 

Hungarian Question. 

“The Fuehrer expressed his re- 
grets to the Czechoslovak Foreign 
Minister over the fact that no so- 
lution as yet has been found to the 
question of Hungarian minorities. 
He expressed hope that it may 
prove possible soon to find a satis- 
factory solution to this question. 

“During the conference, which 
lasted from noon until 1:50 p. m. all 
questions of interest to both Ger- 
many and Czechoslovakia were dis- 
cussed. 

“The Czechoslovak Minister will 
be returning to Prague this after- 
noon by train.” 

However, Hitler, Chvalkovsky and 
Von Ribbentrop re-entered the 
Fuehrerhaus at 3 p.m. This time 
they were accompanied by Colonel- 
General Wilhelm Keitel, chief of 
the high command of Germany’s 
armed forces. 

Berlin Interpretation. 

In Berlin a Foreign Office com- 
mentator said that Chvalkovsky’s 
assurance of a “loyal attitude” was 
of sweeping character. 

“A loyal attitude seen through 
German eyes,” this commentator 
said, “means for Czechoslovakia to 
adapt her foreign, economic and 
military polices to Germany’s. At 
least it means that Czechoslovakia 
will not do anything along any of 
these lines that runs counter to 
Germany’s interests.” 

Berlin Foreign Office circles were 
convinced that Chvalkovsky's talk 
with Hitler would prove so fruit- 
ful that no necessity would arise 
for reviving the four-Power confer- 
ence to deal with Hungary’s terri- 
torial demands. eta 
: Background of Talk. 
The Komarom conference in 
which Hungary sought from a 
Slovak delegation representing 
Prague satisfaction of its demands 
for Hungarian-populated areas of 
Slovakia, broke up yesterday with- 
out agreement and Hungery an- 
nounced it would take its case to 
the four Powers of the Munich ac- 
cord. 

Chvalkovsky, a former Minister 
to Berlin, Rome and Tokyo, who 
was named Foreign Minister of 
the reorganized Prague Govern- 
ment last week, arrived in Germany 
yesterday to learn Hitler’s will con- 
cerning the future of his diminished 
country.

11 Private Stations Must

PARIS, Oct. 14.—Premier Dala- 


dier’s Government today estab- 
lished virtual censorship over news 
broadcasts from 11 of France’s larg- 
est privately owned radio stations. 
An order published in the official 
journal without explanation brought

and financial matters under the 
Government broadcasting service. 
The measure applies to four large 
Paris stations and seven key re- 
gional stations. Radio in France is 
a combination of private and state 
ownership, with the Government 
Communications Ministry operat- 
ing a network in competition with 
private stations. 
Under the new setup, stations af- 
fected are required to submit to 
the Government daily the text of 
“anything concerning news broad- 
casts or presenting a political, eco- 
nomic or financial character.”

Consent Decree Entered by 
Judge Connor on Lawyers’ 
Association Suit. 


A decree enjoining the Adjust- 
ment Bureau of the St. Louis Asso- 
ciation of Credit Men from prac- 


ticing law, as charged in a_ suit 
filed in 1935 by the Lawyers’ Asso- 
ciation of the Eighth Judicial Dis- 
trict, was entered today by Circuit 
Judge Wilfam S. Connor. The suit 
was one of several filed by the law- 
yers’ organization seeking to pre- 
vent various business organizations 
from practicing law. 
The decree, described by Hyman 
G. Stein, attorney for Committee on 
Unauthorized Practice of Law of 
the Lawyers’ Association, as a 
“consent decree,” enjoins the credit 
association from furnishing legal 
advice, performing legal services, 
representing that it is competent to 
do so, or representing to any debtor 
that unless a claim is paid legal pro- 
ceedings will be instituted. 
The committee had alleged in its 
petition that the credit association 
maintained a legal department, al- 
though it had “no right to carry on 
law business,” and declared that 
such activity tended “to bring the 
legal profession and the administra- 
tion of justice and law into disre- 
pute.” 
The petition also alleged that 
through advertising the credit as- 
sociation often received sufficient 
claims against iusolvents to control 
selection of a trustee in bankruptcy 
or an assignee in common law.and 
that sometimes it represented ad- 
verse interests.

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Explosion Sets Off Blaze af

A fire, which followed an explo- 
sion, destroyed the three main 
buildings of the Smith Rowland, 
Inc., fertilizer manufacturing plant 
five miles northeast of Granite City, 
last night, causing damage estimat- 
ed by a company official at be- 
tween $75,000 and $100,000: 

The explosion, the cause of which 
has not been determined, occurred 
in the boiler room. R. D. Walker, 
night watchman, was severely 
burned on the arms and face when 
he turned a hose on the hot boilers, 
The water turned into steam, scald- 
ing Walker. He was taken to St. 
Elizabeth’s Hospital, Granite City. 

Besides the boiler room, the other 
buildings destroyed were the digest- 
er building and the mixing shed. 
All were constructed of galvanized 
iron. 

Firemen from Granite City fight- 
ing the fire were handicapped by 
lack of water and the fire burned 
until 9 a. m. today. After a small 
reservoir at the plant had been 
emptied, firemen pumped water 
from a nearby pond, Early this 
morning six tank cars of water 
were taken from Granite City to 
the plant on a railroad siding. 

One of the principal ingredients 
used in the manufacture of the fer- 
tilizer is scrap leather. A large 
mound made up of about 4000 tons 
of the leather smoldered through- 
out the night. . 

William Johnson, manager of the 
plant, who estimated the loss, said 
it was partly insured. He said the

Hungarian Terrorists Said 
to Have Confessed They 
Tried to Bring About For- 
eign Intervention.

PRAGUE, Oct. 14. — The Gov- 
ernment of autonomous Ruthenia 
reported order had been restored 
in Czechoslovakia’s eastern reaches 
last night after martial law was 
declared in three districts and sev- 
eral hundred alleged Hungarian 
terrorists were arrested, 

At the same time Prague learned 
with pessimism that the Komarom 
negotiations over Hungary’s minor- 
ity demands had broken down and 
the four Powers which drew up 
the Munich accord were being 
asked to direct arbitration. 

Snortly before the breakup of the 
conference was announced, reports 
reached here that Bratislava—the 
city which Hungary demanded — 
had proclaimed a curfew effective 
at 9:30 p. m. 

After that hour the only perso 
allowed on the streets were doctors, 
those going to pharmacies and trav- 
elers en route to railroad stations. 
All bars and coffee houses were 
ordered closed after 9 p. m. 

Sought Military Intervention. 

The Ruthenian Government at 
Uzhorod announced “hat arrested 
leaders of Hungarian bands con- 
fessed they tried to create disorders 
in Ruthenia which would lead to 
Hungarian and Polish military 
intervention. 

Authorities there reported several 
groups of terrorists had been sub- 
dued by gendarmes in actions in 
which a gendarme and an adjutant 
were killed. They said that, in ad- 
dition to the hundreds arrested, 
many terrorists were rendered inef- 
fective by encirclement in their 
mountain retreats. 

They said the bands were or- 
ganized in September to create dis- 
turbances favorable to armed inter- 
vention from outside. Tne idea has 
been proposed by Poles and Hun- 
garians to get Ruthenia so Poland 
and Hungary could have a common 
frontier. 

Martial law first was declared in 
the Mukacevo region and extended 
to Berehovo and Sevujus with the 
warning that it applied especially 
to acts of terrorism and destruc- 
tion of public. property.

A PWA grant of $18,000,000 to- 
ward the total construction cost 97 
$40,000,000 was approved yesterday 
by President Omly the 
digging remains to be done, 

The project, described by Mayor 
Edward J. Kelly as “a great thing 
for business,” will employ 7162 men 
for an aggregate of 12,626,606 hours. 
Construction is scheduled to start 
by Dec, 15, with men working three 
shifts. City engineers estimate the 
work will be completed in 1940. 

The tubes will de » tunneled 
through the clay subsurface of the 
city at a level of about 35 feet. 
Riders will descend 17 feet to the 
ticket window level and ride the 
remaining 18 feet to the track plat- 
forms on escalators, According to 
present plans, coaches now used on 
the elevated lines will be used un- 
derground. 

In the Loop, the name attached to 
the business district because the 
elevated lines inclose it in a rec- 
tangle of almost two square miles, 
tubes will run under State street, 
the principal shopping thorough- 
fare, and under Dearborn street, a 
block west. 


The State street subway will run 


from Fourteenth: street on the near 
South Side to Clybourn and North 
avenue on the near Northwest Side.

GIVEN FEEBLE-MINDED 


He Points to Free Clinic Where 
Third Generation of Defec- 
tives Is Being Born. 


By the Associated Prees, 
BALTIMORE, Oct. 14. — Henry 

L. Mencken, Baltimore editor, as- 

serted yesterday the way the med- 


ical profession gives free service 
to the feeble-minded approximates 
“sa raid on the public health.” 

Unable to make a scheduled ad- 
dress at a symposium on medical 
problems at Duke University at 
Durham, N. C., yesterday, Mencken 
discussed medical problems in an 
interview and cited the free clinics 
of Johns Hopkins Hospital here as 
an example. 

Complimenting the work of the 
medical staff in service to 1000 poor 
daily as valuable beyond computa- 
tion, he added nevertheless, Johns 
Hopkins is tae “most brutally. anti- 
social agency ever set up in Balti- 
more.” 

“The woman’s clinic delivers 
about 1400 babies a year in its own 
studios and about 500 more in 
the homes of their mothers,” he 
said. “Its patients are about even- 
ly divided between whites and 
Negroes.‘ Of the white mothers 
during a typical year 39.5 per cent 
were found to be (I quote) ‘serious- 
ly defective and feeble minded’ and 
of the colored mothers, 73.6 per 
cent. : 

Alcoholism, Mental Aberrations. 

“Exactly half the white mothers 
were registered at the Baltimore 
Social Service Excnange as habitual 
or intermittent paupers, and more 
than 37 per cent of the colored 
mothers. Of the whites, 89 per cent 
came from families known to be 
afflicted by alcoholism, mental

“Imagine permitting such ghastly 
caricatures of humanity to repro- 

duce their kind ad libitum, 3 not 
only pérmitting it, but even facili- 
tating it. 

“What sort of children do they 
beget? ‘The answer is to be found 
in the records of the Johns Hop- 
kins itself. The women who are 
being delivered of pathological 
specimens today are the daughters 
of pathological ‘specimens who 
were delivered at the women's 
clinic 20 years ago. Twenty years 
hence their daughters will be back 
ready with more sypnilitie babies. 
“The husband and lovers of these 
precious ladies are algo steady 
patrons of the hospital. They give 
their custom to the alcoholic and 
syphilitic wards. To be sure they 
are human, and so we must succor 
them. But how far, precisely, do 
we propose to go on enco 

them to multiply their kind? How 
long are we going to endure a raid 
on the: public health, the public 
security and the public solvency 
that increases in sweep and bold- 
ness every year?” 

“Technically Correst.” 

Johns Hopkins Hospital authori- 
ties refusing to allow use of their 
names, said Mencken was tech- 
nically correct” and added his 
statements “might also apply to any 
of the large hospitals of any of 
the large cities of the country.” 

“The hospital cannot assume the 
responsibility of deciding whether 
the person is worth saving or not,” 
one officer said. “Its duty is to do 
what must be done to restore the 
individual to health, regardless of 
whether he is a worthwhile citizen. 
That decision is not the function of 
the hospital. 

“While the hospital might advise, 
and its physicians often doubtless 
do advise, against the bearing of 
children, for various reasons, never- 
theless the hospital has no author- 
ity to interfere and is merely ex- 
ercising its function of caring for 
the sick for which it exists. 

“Mr. Mencken has undoubtedly 


‘| focused attention on one of the real 


problems of sociéty ‘today, but it 
rests with other agencies and au- 
thorities to correct this and not 
with the hospitals. 

“We can’t make laws to prevent 
families from having children, That 
must be left up to the legally-con- 
stituted authorities.” 

Mencken’s dissertation, hospital 
authorities said, was based on a sur- 
vey published in 1933 by Dr. Grace 
Baker, one of the Johns Hopkins 
staff. In her summation of find- 
ings, Dr. Baker said. 

“There is need for effectual 
means of controlling the propaga- 
tion of the mentally unfit, including 
feeble-minded, psychotic and un- 
stable, mentally retarded. individ- 
uals.” 

Perhaps the best means, Dr. Bak- 
er’s report added, would be legal 
sterilization and birth control. 


MEDAL GIVEN INVENTOR 
OF PLANE LANDING DEVICE 


Capt. Crane and Capt. Holloman, 
Dayton, O., Receive Awards 
From Secretary Woodring. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14. — Secre- 
tary of War Woodring presented 
today to two Air Corps officers gold 
medals emblematic of the Mackay 
trophy for their development of an 
automatic landing device for air- 
craft. The men were Capt. Carl J. 
Crane and Capt. George V. Hollo- 
man, both stationed at Wright 
Field, Dayton, O. 

Woodring said their device was 
the first of the kind. He added, “A 
history-making stride has been 
taken toward elimination of pos- 
sibility of human error in the land- 
ing of aircraft under adverse 
weather conditions.” 

The landing device guides planes 
into port by the sole use of ‘radio 
signals and ingenious brakes that 
automatically bring the craft to a 
: stop in the landing field.

SOFIA, Bulgaria, Oct. 14—Many 

persons described as “hostile to 
the present Government” were sent 
to jails in the provinces today as a 
part of nation-wide police precau- 
tions taken after discovery of a 
revolutionary plot. 
Hundreds of others were arrest- 
ed and questioned, and a Govern- 
ment spokesman predicted that po- 
lice would “clear up the entire plot 
within 24 hours.” 

Three members of Parliament, 
who three months, ago refused to 
attend a reception given by King 
Boris, were in custody. 

Many Macedonians were arrested 
and large stores of arms were 
seized. Precautionary measures 


were directed mainly against the 


outlawed Imro, organization of 
Macedonian extremists demanding 
an autonomous state including the 
2,000,000 Macedonians now living in 
Bulgaria, Yugoslavia and Greece, 
Assassin Told to Shoot King. 

Officials believed the assassina- 
tion Monday of Major-General Yor- 
dan Peyeff, chief of the Bulgarian 
Army General Staff, was to have 
been the signal for revolution. The 
assassin, Stoil Kiroff, shot himself. 

But before he died, one informant 
said, he confessed that he used 
pistols supplied by the Imro and 
that. he had been instructed to 
shoot the King, the Premier or 
someone at the War Ministry. 

Quick action by King Boris, Gov- 
ernment quarters said, checked the 
conspiracy. 

The Imro was declared illegal in 
1934 and since has been rigidly sup- 
pressed. 

Bulgarian informants said the 
Macedonians wanted an autono- 
mous area under the crown of Bul- 
garia. Propaganda to this end, 
however, never has been tolerated 
by Yugoslavia and Greece, where 
1,000,000 of the Macedonians live 
as minority groups. 

Citizens Kept Home All Day. 

Troops and police effected a 
blockade about Sofia yesterday, sus- 
pending traffic and ordering all to 
remain at home all day. Telephone 
communication abroad was stopped 
for 16 hours during the police 
roundup. 

Among those arrested were Col. 
Tancheff, former Bulgarian mili- 
tary attache in Paris, and Major 
Nekarksky, along with a group of 
officers similarly taken into cus- 
tody two years ago on suspicion 
of plotting against the Ki

Colonization of Palestine, 
Despite Threat of Further 
Bloodshed. _

JERUSALEM, Oct. 14-—There 
was a widespread belief here today 

„that a climax was fast approaching 
in the Palestine crisis, in which dis- 
orders in the last 12 weeks are un- 
officially estimated to have cost 
1850 casualties, including more 
than 800 lives. 

The Palestihe Arab Defense Com- 
mittee warned Jews in Palestine 
and in other Arab and eastern na- 
tions Monday to expect grave trou- 
ble if the Zionist movement persist- 
ed in further immigration into Pal- 
estine.

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A Jewish agency statement said 
“We see a possibility of fruitful 
co-operation between Arabs and 
Jews in Palestine, but an essential 
condition is the recognition of the 
basic rights of the Jewish people 
in the Holy Land.” 

The statement added that no 
dangers would deflect the Jews 
from a policy of returning to Pal- 
estine, which “is dictated by his- 
torical necessity.” 

Rebel Activities Increasing. 

Well-or rebel activities 
have been increasing daily in num- 
ber and daring. The rebels ap- 
parently have been trying to harass 
vulnerable communication lines and 
circulate alarmist rumors in order 
to keep the Government on the 
defensive. 

Politically, the Arabs appeared 
confident of gradual victory. Fre- 
quent attacks on Arab notables 
indicated the rebels were trying to 
liquidate opposition in the ranks, 
leaving one united party as sole 
negotiator with Great Britain, 
which has a mandate over Pales- 
tine and which has entertained pro- 
posals to split the Holy Land into 
Arab, Jewish and British-dominat- 
ed districts. 

Jews, on the other hand, were 
said to fear conversations in Lon- 
don with the Foreign Minister of 
Iraq, coupled with other pressure, 
might lead to a policy of treating 
the Jews as a minority. 

An early conference of all Jew- 
ish-American inyestors in the Holy 
Land, to express to Great Britain 
and the United States opposition 
against any restrictions on Jewish 
immigration, was planned today. 

Spokesmen for the 8000 to 9000 
American Jews in Palestine said 
they intended to appeal to the 
British Government not to break 
pledges of the Balfour declaration 
and the League of Nations man- 
date. 

On the basis of the Balfour .dec- 
laration of Nov. 2, 1917, promising 
Jews a homeland in Palestine, the 
spokesman said, American Jews in- 
vested some $40,000,000 in industrial, 
commercial and agricultural enter- 
prises in the Holy Land. 

The projected conference would 
be held at Tel Aviv. 

British Troop Ship Due Today. 

The troop ship Neuralia was due 
at Haifa today with additional sol- 
diers, to help the thousands already 
here, 

The liner Montclare docked at 
Haifa with a second battalion of 
West Yorkshire Regiment and var- 
ious auxiliary services. The mili- 
tary was expected to launch a 
sweeping movement’ to prevent 
rebels from fleeing to Syria and 
Trans jordan.

to provide themselves with iden- 
tification cards to be issued by dis- 
trict officials. Only residents able 
to prove their peaceful intentions 
will be given cards, thus 
it possible to pick out rebels.

57-Cent Loan on Corn. 

Referring to the 1938 corn crop, 
Wallace said that in view of the 
supply situation that will exist, the 
loan rate would be “at least 57 
cents a bushel.” This compares with 
a loan rate of 50 cents last year, 
which recently was increased to 57 
cents. : 

He told growers that if they 
would co-operate in the 1939 acre- 
age allotment program, and if corn 
yields were no better than average, 
marketing quotas on corn would 
not be needed next year. 

Wallace said he considered it 
sound public policy that soil con- 
servation funds be derived from 
the general treasury for the pres- 
ervation of basic natural resources. 

But what if extra funds are need- 
ed to get adequate participation in 
the corn program?” he asked. “Can 
a continuing source of revenue be 
found? I do not have to answer 
this question. I recognize that cot- 
ton and wheat, which have less to 
gain from the loan parts of the act 
than corn, have a better basis for a 
processing tax to finance parity pay- 
ments. These questions are worth 
while to think about.”

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When it Can Be Shown to Be 
Only Superficial, Operations 
May Be Avoided. 


By the Associated Press, 
PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 14.—Dr. 

William Bates, Philadelphia spe- 

cialist, told the United States chap- 


ter of the International College of 
Surgeons here today that pain fre- 
quently does not mean what it 
seems to mean. 

Careful investigation and the use 
of local anesthesia, he said, shows 
that what appears to be pain 
from a major ailment is in reality 
only superficial. It follows, he rea- 
soned, that proper determination of 
the pain’s source would obviate 
many operations performed becaus 
of faulty diagnosis. 

“Frequently what seems to be 
bone pain turns out to be superfi- 
cial,” he said. “I personally pre- 
vented a mastoid operation on this 
evidence without any harm to the 
patient.” 

Dr. Bates said that for some rea- 
son local anesthesia will stop pain 
not only temporarily but for long 
periods, or perhaps permanently. 

“It may afford a tremendous 
amount of relief,” he added, “just 
as sedative sometimes cures insom- 
nia.” 

He said at least 50 per cent of 
pain determined by the usual pal- 
pation method (depressing the ab- 
domen or pinching it with the hand) 
was surface pain and not actua'ly 
in any organs. 

Nerves on Wrist a Gauge. 

The nerves on the underside of 
the wrist act as a “pain gauge” 
for the entire body, Dr. Bates 
said, adding that if the abdomen 
is more sensitive to pressure than 
the wrist nerves, then the pain 
probably is deep-seated. 

Surgery and Modern Home. 

Dr. Max Thorex, professor of sur- 
gery at the Cook County Graduate 
School of Medicine, Chicago, told 
the assembly that “next to the pay 
envelope, surgery has done more 
to keep together the modern home 
than any other modern aid.” 

“Any human being who can be 
saved from physical pain or eco- 
nomic inefficiency is a direct asset 
to the state,” he said, “and it is 
as an economic as well as an hu- 
manitarian asset that the surgeon's 
skill must be regarded.” 

A cure for severe dizziness of a 
type that afflicted Martin Luther 
was described by Dr. Walter E. 
Dandy, Baltimore nerve specialist, 
yesterday. 

The Johns Hopkins Hospital 
brain surgeon told of an operation 
for relief of Meniere’s disease, an 
affliction producing such violent 
dizziness that sufferers occasionally 
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lose their balance and break an arm 
ö 1 


or leg. 

“Luther had it,” Dr. Dandy said 
after his address. “He threw an 
inkwell at Satan because the devil 
was in his ear.” 

Dr. Dandy said Jonathan Swift, 
the great English satirist and 
author of Gulliver's Travels,” also 
was a victim of the disease. It 
“was called Swift’s disease until it 
was renamed for the French scien- 
tist who defined its symptoms. 

The dizziness, accompanied by 
acute nausea and partial deafness 
in one ear, can be cured by an 
operation on the eighth cranial 
nerve, Dr. Dandy said. The sur- 
gery involves partial destruction 
of the nerve, but leaves the hear- 
i fibers intact unless deafness 
is far advanced to warrant sav- 
ing them. 

Dr. Dandy said Meniere’s diséase 
is “a very common thing—much 
commoner than is supposed,” and 
can attack anyone, It is not a 
sequel of other diseases, he said, 
and is rare in persons under 30. 
The Baltimore specialist reported 
performing 264 operations, the 
first about 10 years ago, without 
a death. 

Dr. John H. Erdman of New 
York outlined» the “starvation” 
symptoms of stomach ulcer suf- 
ferers. He recommended that sur- 
geons not operate unless other 
treatment fails, but that they oper- 
ate immediately when there is “per- 
sistent pain and distress, repeated 
or recurring hemorrhages and 
evidence of obstruction or perfora- 
tion.“ 

Drs. Earl B. Craig and Frank 
C. Benson of Philadelphia told of 
a new treatment in which a small 
radium bomb is placed inside the 
abdomen immediately after re- 
moval of a cancerous growth. Dr. 
Craig said the cancer-killing rays 
get at any possible remaining 
cancer cells before they have a 
chance to grow.

A Crisis Avoided. 

Happily, this momentous issue 
was never drawn. Scarcely 24 
hours before the fateful joust was 
to take place the drawbridge at 
Culver City was lowered and cou- 
riers hastened abroad with word 
that “Stablemates” would be shown 
at a later date. What caused this 
decision nobody can say for certain.

Twelve racing planes valued con - 


servatively at $200,000, have been 
leased by Twentieth ‘Century-Fox 
studios for use in filming “Tail 
Spin,” spectacular production deal 
ing with women flyers. Virtually all 
the planes, now housed on a huge 
sound stage on the lot, were flown 
at the National Air Races in Cleve- 
land and one, owned and piloted by 
Tony Lavier, won the Grevé Trophy 
race, one of the major speed events. 

Extraordinary precautions have 
been taken both by the studio and 
the owners and pilots of the planes 
to prevent them being damaged. In 
addition to the special guards sta- 
tioned about the sound stage by the 
studio, the owners themselves have 
their own men standing by on 24- 
hour duty.

Ugly Duckling Again. 

In my opinion the most charm- 
and delightful item is “The 
Ugly Duckling.” This adaptation of 
Hans Christian Anderson has 
warmth, humor and pathos. It is 
a fragrant idyl, as beautiful in ex- 
ecution as it is in its translation of 
human values. 

There is a new character in

Benjamin Stolberg Says Lewis 
Doesn't Want Peace; Green 
Does, but Not His Aids. 


By the Associated Press. 1 

NEW YORK, Oct. 14—A period. 
of “long-range hell” in the labor 
movement, beset by turmoil, strife 
and personal quarrels, is foreseen 
by Benjamin Stolberg, for nearly 
20 years a reporter and worker on 
the labor scene and author of a 
new book, The Story of the CIO.” 

Stolberg contends that John L. 
Lewis, chairman of the Commit- 
tee for Industrial Organization, 
does not want peace. He believes 
that while William Green, presi- 
dent of the American Federation 
of Labor, “more or less wants 
peace,” he is surrounded by leaders 
of big A. F. of L. unions who do 


not. 
Industrial unionism, he said, 
would strip A. F. of L. leaders of 


their power. On the other hand, 
a merger of the A. F. of L. and 
CIO would, at first, leave Lewis 
with a minority since there are 
about 1,500,000 dues-paying CIO 
members and more than 3,000,000 
A. F. of L. members. Stolberg be- 
lieves, however, that the masses 
and the “secondary tier” of A, F. 
of L. leaders favor industrial union- 
ism. 

He said that quarrels among 
labor leaders over issues usually 
descend quickly to bitter person- 
alities with the point at issue for- 
gotten. 

“Stalinists Surround Lewis.” 

Lewis, he said, is not a Com- 
munist, but “is surrounded by Stal- 
inists” who practice strife and 
friction as part of their adherence 
to the so-called Communist party 
line. Stolberg does not believe 
Lewis can oust the Communists 
from his union now, a move which 
the writer believes he hesitated to 
make originally because it would 
foster strife in the CIO. 

The peace terms laid down by 
the A. F. of L. convention in Hous- 
ton which call for the ousting of 
Lewis were termed “ridiculous” by 
Stolberg. He thought.the basis of 
the proposal showed the disinclina- 
tion of certain A. F. of L. leaders 
to seek peace, and doubted that 
Green himself was whole-heartedly 
behind the proposition. 

Stolberg himself believes in 
strong unions and is a whole-hearted 
supporter of industrial as against 
craft unions. But he is bitterly 
opposed to the sympathizers with 
the Communist party, believing 
that Stalinism today is reaction- 
ary and dangerous, serving the na- 
‘tionalistic aims of Russia rather 
than the true objectives of labor 
in America. 

CIO Revamping Labor. 

Stolberg says In his book that 
the CIO is “our most important 
social movement since the Civil 
War. It is of paramount impor- 
tance to American industry and 
life. It is revamping American 
labor from an archaic horse-and- 
buggy craft separatism into mod- 
ern industrial unionism.” 

The CIO, Stolberg believes, 
should remain a committee within 
the A. F. of L. rather than a sep- 
rate labor group. The CIO, at its 
Pittsburgh meeting next month, is 
expected to set up a highly-central- 
ized, separate organization. Stol- 
berg said this action would freeze 
the situation with two federations 
of labor, directly at odds. 

“Big business,” he said, favors 
the A. F. of L. over the CIO, partly 
because it would rather deal with 
a number of unions within an in- 
dustry than with one organization. 

Stolberg looks for a period of re- 
action in the United States. Signs 
of it, he said, already are visible, 
and the United States, in his opin- 
ion, is sensitive to Europe, where 
he believes reaction, as exempli- 
fied in the Munich pact and other 
moves, is in the saddle.

For two hours after the mass 
meeting of 100,000 in the square, 
crowds hooted and yelled before the 
Cardinal’s palace. They shouted 
“Innitzer to Dachau!“ “The Jews’ 
friend to Dachau!” “Traitor to the 
people!” They were dispersed be- 
fore midnight. 

A cordon of brown-shirt storm 
troopers was thrown around the 
palace foratime. It withdrew and 
left policing to regular peace offi- 
cers on the outside and to SS Black 
Guards on the inside. 

Amnesty Is Postponed. 

Laying down new measures 
against the Austrian Catholic hier- 
archy, Buerckel rejected Catholic 
proposals for the release of Kurt 
Schuschnigg, deposed Chancellor 
who is in custody at German secret 
police headquarters here. 

The Nazi Commissioner said also 
amnesty for “religious politicians,” 
to have been a sequel to the Czecho- 
slovak Sudeten victory, must now 
be postponed. 

No more preparatory schools for 
the priesthood will be permitted, 
Buerckel asserted. 

“Marriage and schools belong 
exclusively to the state,” he said.

3000 Attend Paris Funeral 
For Russian Grand Duke 


Exiles in Faded Czarist Uniforms, With Im- 
perial Battle Flags, Pay Last Respects 
| to Romanov Pretender. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Oct. 14.—Russian work- 
men in threadbare clothes rubbed 
shoulders with bearded generals in 
faded Czarist uniforms today at fu- 


neral services for the Grand Duke 
Cyril Viadimirovitch, — self-styled 
Czar of all the Russias. He died 
Wednesday, at the age of 62. 

Three thousand White Russians, 
representing peasantry as well as 
the aristocracy of old imperial days, 
crowded the Russian Orthodox 
Church on the outskirts of Paris to 
pay last respects to the late head 
of the House of Romanov and pre- 
tender to the vanished Russian 
throne. 

Thirty priests officated at the 
service, which was attended by 
Prince George of Greece, Princess 
Olga of Yugoslavia and the Minis- 
ters of Rumania, Bulgaria, Yugosla- 
via and Greece. Representatives of 
President Albert Lebrun and for- 
mér Kaiser Wilhelm were present 


The 14 ushers, members of promi- 
nent old Russian families, included 
a bartender in one of the fashion- 


able Paris hotels and a taxi driver. 

The ushers placed the mourners 
around the big hall according to 
rank, with members of the Roman- 
ov family beside the flower-heaped 
coffin in the center facing the altar. 
All stood, as is customary in the 
Russian Church. | 

Some of the mourners who were 
dressed in imperial uniforms held 
battle flags of Czarist armies. Oth- 
ers wore cutaways and silk hats 
whose style indicated the tailoring 
of more than 20 years ago. 

During the three-and-a-half-hour 
service, a Russian choir concealed 
behind the altar screen sang from 
time to time. | 

It was expected that the Grand 
Duke would be buried at Coburg, 
Germany, beside his wife, grand- 
daughter of Queen Victoria of En- 
gland, 

Cyril’s son, Grand Duke Vladimir, 
21 years old, was recognized by 
most White Russians last night as 
the new head of the House of Ro- 
manov. Grand Duke Dmitri Pav- 
lovitch, Cyril’s cousin, said that he 
had relinquished his claim to the 


title. 


REPORT ON ATHOLL 
REFUGEES FROM REC 


U. S. Committee Says Persecu- 
tion Has Been More Ruthless 
in Austria Than in Germany. 


By the Associated Pres. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14. — The 
Committee for Catholic Refugees 
from Germany saic today enemies 
of the church in the Reich were 
seeking its destruction. 

In a report to the meeting of the 
hierarchy in the United States, now 
being held at the Catholic Univer- 
sity, the committee added that it 
had handled 1276 refugee cases be- 
tween January, 1937, and October, 


1938. Some of the refugees, it said, 
were settled here, while homes. for 
others were found in South Ameri- 
ca and Europe. 3 

Church persecution in Austria 
since the anschluss, the committee 
said, has been more ruthless than 
it was in Germany in the early 
months of the Nazi regime. 

“People are not everywhere for- 
bidden to attend their church serv- 
ices,” the committee continued, 
“but it is made practically impos- 
sible for them by the fact that they 
have to attend meetings of the 
party which coincide with church 
activities 

In some parts of Germany the 
Nazis have dared go further and 
have demanded publicly that Cath- 
olics should step out of the church 
under threat of economic or social 
loss. Employes have lost their po- 
sitions, laborers have been dis- 
missed and Catholic students have 
been excluded from colleges and 
universities.” 

The most Rev. Joseph F. Rum- 
mel, archbishop of New Orleans, is 
chairman of the committee which 
is sponsored by the National Cath- 
ollie Welfare Conference. Other 
members include Archbishop Sam- 
uel Stritch of Milwaukee, Bishop 
John F. Noll of Fort Wayne, Ind., 
and Bishop Stephen Donahue, ad- 
ministrator of the archdiocese of 
New Tork.

RETENTION OF DOLLAR 
POWERS CONSIDERED 


Congress May Be Asked for 
Action Before June 30 in 
View of War Threat Strains. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 14. — Fi- 
nancial strains which accompanied 
the threat of war in Europe caused 
Treasury officials today to consider 
asking Congress to extend its dollar 
revaluation and stabilization fund 


powers which expire next June 30. 

Secretary of the Treasury Mor- 
genthau indicated a study was 
under way but declined to discuss 
these monetary powers at a press 
conference because they are too 
important to talk about this way.” 
He said that when he had some- 
thing to say about them he would 
issue a formal statement but prob- 
ably not before he is called before 
annual congressional hearings on 
Treasury appropriations. 

The power to revalue the dollar 
as much as 50 per cent in terms of 
gold was given the President in 
1933, and in January, 1934, he cut 
the dollar-gold value about 41 per 
cent, raising the price of gold from 
$20.67 per ounce to $35. Tne unused 
revaluation power would enable 
him to boost the gold price to about 
$43.34. - 

Despite intermittent rumors, 
usually started abroad, the Presi- 
dent and Treasury have shown no 
desire to change the dollar-gold 
ratio since 1934 but they often 
have indicated they wanted to re- 
tain monetary powers in the event 
of a new financial emergency. 

Morgenthau frequently has 
stressed in recent months the 
stability of the dollar in compari- 
son with other world currencies 
and has said that when Europe 
feared war its wealthy citizens sent 
more than $600,000,000 here for in- 
vestment in dollars. That crisis, he 
intimated, demonstrated the neces- 
sity and efficiency of present pow- 
ers to protect the dollar. 

The stabilization fund, created 
with $2,000,000,000 of the profit 
made by the Treasury on the 1934 
dollar revaluation, is probably an 
even more important cog in the 
Treasury's machinery for interna- 
tional exchange. By buying and 
selling either dollars or gold in 
foreign exchange markets, the fund 
endeavors to keep stabil the rel- 
ative values of dollars, pounds, 
francs and other leading currencies. 

The Commerce Department said 
today $100,479,032 in gold came into 
the United States in the week end- 
ed Oct. 7, bringing total imports 
for the last five weeks to $590,- 
756,644. The gold paid for dollar 
credits, 

Last week’s shipments included 
$76,581,347 from England, 312,728, 
677 from the Netherlands, $3,840,000 
from Sweden, and $3,080,040 from 
Australia, 

Silver imports in the week 
amounted to only $1,098,076, includ- 
ing $549,871 from Mexico and $157,- 
686 from Canada. 

Gold exports amounted to only 
$2153 and silver exports to $566,- 
760 in the week.

JAPANESE BOMB 


KILLED OR HURT

Day-Long Raid by 100 
Enemy Planes.

HONGKONG, Oct. 14.—Japanese 
planes heavily bombarded Waiehow, 
important garrison city and imme-

Coastal cities in- 
cluding Swatow, where 20 planes 
dropped scores of bombs in .the 
business district and did -consider- 
able damage, were among tne 
planes’ objectiives. Casualties were 
reported heavy. 

More than 200 persons were 
killed or wounded. when bombs 
struck a group of fishing boats 
on the Tsing River in Kukong. 

Preparktions were hurried to send 
400,00 women and children and the 
municipal and provincial govern- 
ments into the interior from Can- 
ton as a Japanese force of 40,000 
men moved closer to the South 
China metropolis. 

Japanese warplanes were report- 


ed to have flown over Canton, drop- 


ping leaflets demanding surrender 
of that metropolis by tomorrow un- 
der threat of “complete and thor- 
ough bombing.” 

The invading army captured 
Tamshui, 12 miles from Bias Bay 
where it landed Wednesday, and 
was reported striking due west in 
a 20-mile drive to cut the important 
Canton-Kowloon Railway at a point 
about 20 miles from the borders of 
this British crown colony. 

Incessant bombing and shelling 
left Tamshui in ruins. The invad- 
ers headed toward Waichow. 

From Swatow came reports that 
10 Japanese transports with an 
eetort of a cruiser and three de- 
stroyers had left that port. It was 
assumed the destination was either 
Bias Bay or the Pearl River delta 
south of Canton. Another dispatch 
said the Japanese had made an- 


10 miles west of Hongkong. 
Chinese Resistance Stiffens, 

Chinese resistance improved as 
the Japanese columns moved stead- 
ily inland, but the invaders’ air- 
planes and artillery were being 
used effectively. 

With the destruction of a long 
wooden bridge about 15 miles north 
of Hongkong, Canton was cut off 
except for the highway to Waichow 
and the water route to Macao, Por- 
tuguese colony 70 miles south of 
Canton. 

Chinese military supplies from 
Hongkong were blocked, and it was 
learned a caravan of 160 trucks, by 
which an effort was made to send 
materials to Canton, was forced to 
return here after finding the bridge 
destroyed. 

Events were moving rapidly in 
Kwangtung Province, of which Can- 
ton is the capital. Provincial and 
municipal archives, it was learned, 
were being sent to Yungyuen, in 
Northern Kwangtung. Government 
officials were expected to 
shortly by special train. 

Heavy Chinese reinforcements 
were being sent to Cheungmutau, 
on the Canton-Kowloon railway, 
and to Waichow, where a battle was 
expected, 

Safety Zones Requested. 

Kwangtung authorities were re- 
ported to have asked the Consular 
body of the Shameen foreign settle- 
ment of Canton to convey to the 
Japanese a request that Lingnan 
University and the French Catholic 
Cathedral in Canton be declared 
safety zones for non-combatants. 

More than 200 foreigners re- 
mained in Shameen, including 80 
Americans. The United States gun- 
boat Mindanao, and one French 
and five British war vessels, were 
bottled up in waters near Canton. 

The Japanese Consul here was 
understood to have warned all Jap- 
anese residents to be cautious re- 
garding anti-Japanese feeling 
among Chinese residents of the col- 
ony. Japanese homes and  busi- 
nesses here were given special 
guards following a consular request 
for such protection. 

The Central Chinese Government 
was said to have decided on ener- 
getic assistance for the Kwangtung 
provincial troops, estimated to 
number 500,000 to: 1,000,000. It was

|Middle-Aged- Workers to Be

The regular territorial anti-air 
craft defense recently was increased 
from two divisions to five, with 
three additional divisions to start 
operations Nov. 1.

The constitutional amendment adopted 
by the people in 1928 fully protects the 
highway funds from misuse, misappro- 
priation or diversion and no new consti- 
tutional amendment is needed for such 
protection. There can be no more tinker- 
ing with the road program in the next 10 
years than in the past 10 years, under the 
present Constitution. 

The only provision in the amendment 
adopted in 1928 which expires this year 
is that which prohibits the Legislature 
from increasing the registration fees and 
gasoline taxes. All of the other provi- 
sions remain in full force and effect. 

The Highway Department employe 
states that amendment No. 6 was drawn 
up and is advocated by a group of public- 
spirited citizens, “none of whom expects 
to gain or lose by its passage or defeat.” 
On the committee of the Citizens’ Road 
Association, which is campaigning for 
the adoption of No. 6, will be found Fed- 
eral, State and city officials who spend 
the citizens’ tax money and are interested 
in enlarging their organizations, and con- 
tractors and material interests who will 
benefit by highway expenditures.

HERE is a school of thought in England 
which says that if Lurope is to be domi- 
nated by the totalitarian dictators, the 
British Isles ought no longer to be the heart 
of the great British Empire. : 
Desiring no form of Bolshevism, red, 
brown or black, Britain can preserve its 
democratic principles by quitting Europe 
before the Continent is completely envel- 
oped by the Fascist Powers. They point 
out, do these advocates of the “great re- 
moval,” that the center of Western civiliza- 
tion would shift from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific if Britain transferred its vital in- 
terests to its own great Dominion of Canada. 
By such a move the British Empire and 
the United States would dominate the world, 
and European dictatorships would be utter- 
ly powerless. The proposition may not be 
quite so crazy as it appears at first blush. 
It is something of a geographical oddity 
that the very heart of an Empire which ex- 
tends over five of the world’s continents, 
uniting 500,000,000 people, should be lodged 
in a tiny island, vulnerable to attack on all 
sides and exposed to the deadliest perils of 
war, ° 
London could be brought within the range 
of field guns and pounded to bits, even if 
air attacks failed to reduce it to ashes, Thus 
say the “Quit Europe” party: the Empire 
can be preserved only if its great metropo- 
lis is immune from annihilation,

Canada, with an area of 3,700,000 square 
miles, or more than 40 times that of Britain, 
has only 10,500,000 inhabitants, or less than 
one-quarter of Britain’s population. Of 
course, part of this vast expanse is not suit- 
able at all for settlement, but, even at that, 
there remains enough and to spare for the 
absorption of hosts of new settlers.

This would not mean that Britain and 
London would be left defenseless.

and planes and troops for home defense, 

Beyond that, however, the British would 
no longer be committed to European en- 
tanglements. With the life centers of their 
Empire beyond the ocean, they could afford 
to laugh at potential European enemies, be- 
ginning with Germany. 

As preliminary evidence of the feasibility 
of their gigantic super-scheme, they point 
to recent big orders from the British Gov- 
ernment. to Canadian manufacturers for 
bombing planes. At the heart of a vast 
spider’s web, reaching out to every part of 
the British realm, Canada would be in an 
extraordinarily advantageous position for 
furthering imperial interests in peace and 
defending them in war. 

No other British dominion has so many 
points in its favor. Australia is remote and 
too much of it is unsuitable for develop- 
ment. British South Africa has a two-edged 
racial problem, caused by the Dutch ele- 
ment in its population and by the sea of 
blacks inside and just beyond the border 
But Canada has no such handicaps. : 


Placed between the Atlantic and the 
Pacific, with excellent harbors, Canada is 
the logical pivot of the Empire. On one 
side would be Europe, with Britain no longer 
the menaced center of the Empire, but a 
valuable outpost thereof. 

Three thousand miles of the Atlantic 
Ocean, instead of 20 miles of the Straits of 
Dover, would lie between the new imperial 
center and the nearest shore of Continental 
Europe, At Gibraltar, Malta, Cyprus and 
Aden, British forces would still guard Medi- 


' terranean-Red Sea communications, so the 


shift to Canada would not imperil that life- 
line. 

Not only do the champions of the great 
project of imperial reorientation assume 
that American-British friendship is here 
to stay, but they envisage the United States 
and Great Britain.as bound together by ties 
growing steadily stronger.

The department said its state- 
ment was in reply to numerous 
telegraias and letters of the last

Appeal to Britain. 

Spokesmen for American Jews 

asked the British Government yes- 
terday to keep Palestine open to 
Jewish immigrants “in deference to 
the laws of humanity.”

Their appeal was read to the 
British Ambassador, Sir Ronald 
Lindsay, by Dr. Stephen S. Wise of 
New York, president of the Ameri- 
can Jewish Congress. 

Twenty-five educators and writers 
also sent a telegram to President 
Roosevelt, suggesting that he indi- 
cate to the British Government an 
“earnest hope” that Palestine will 
not be closed to Jews. 

The Social Democratic Federation 
sent a similar telegram to Hull, 
urging the State Department “to 
exert its utmost influence with the 
Government of Great Britain to 
prevent this threatened calamity.” 

Fifteen Jewish leaders stood be- 
side Dr. Wise as he read his state- 
ment at the British Embassy. The 
Ambassador made no comment, but 
promised to transmit their views 
to his Government. 

For two and a half years, the 
statement declared, the Jews of 
Palestine have suffered violence 
and terror but have not been divert- 
ed from peaceful pursuits to retall- 
ation against their neighbors. 

“Unmindful of Guardianship.” 

It accused that Government of 
being “unmindful of its assumption 
of Guardianship over Palestine” 
and of being “untouched by the tra- 
gic plight of countless Jews thrown 
out of many lands to wander over 
the face of Europe.” 

The special concern of Ameri- 
can Jews arises, the statement con- 
tinued, not only from the historical 
connection of the Jewish people 
with Palestine, but also from the 
moral and material support given 
by American Jewry to the develop- 
ment of a Jewish national home in 
Palestine, : 

It requested of the British Gov- 
ernment a “concrete program of co- 
operation so that Jewish immigra- 
tion may continue and so that the 
intolerable burdens of masses of 
Jews may be eased by the ability 
of a great number of them to find 
home and opportunity in Palestine,” 
Appeal to President. 

The educators and writers, among 
them presidents of several large 
universities, told the President: 

“The news that the British Gov- 
ernment is planning to stop Jewish 

into Palestine must 
shock all those who realize the un- 
bearable burdens imposed upon 
Jews in Central and Eastern Eu- 
rope who are anxiously seeking a 
new home where they may escape 
from oppression and find peace and 
opportunity.”

Alton Oct. 15, 1858, in their famous 


campaign for a seat in the United 
States Senate. Lincoln lost the 
election in the Legislature but his 
skillful questioning of “the Little 
Giant” attracted national attention 
and was a factor in devel- 
oping the public sentiment which 
swept Lincoln to the presidency 
over Douglas two years later. 

Were Alton decorated for the an- 
hivérsary as it was on the historic 
occasion itself its buildings and 
streets. would lay banners with 
such legends as: “Old Madison for 
Lincoln,” “Squat Row for Old Abe 
and Free Labor,” “Too Late for the 
Milking,” “Popular Sovereignty— 
National Union—S. A. Douglas, the 
People’s Choice,” “Free Territory 
and Free Men“ and “Lincoln Not 
Trotted Out Yet.” 

The Baltimiore and the Terre 
Haute railroads ran special trains 
from St. Louis and the steamboat, 
White Cloud, took 300 St. Louisans 
from the foot oi Olive street for a 
round trip fare of $1. Some 6000 
persons, many of whom had come 
by wagon and horseback from over 
Southern Illinois, heard the three- 
hour forensic battle, which took 
place on a platform erected in front 
of the Alton City Hall.

ilies in North and South Dakota. 

Administrator W. W. Alexander 
said the service would be for all 
families in the two states that are 
or have been aided by FSA. The 
State medical, dental, hospital, 
pharmaceutical and nursing asso 
ciations will participate. 

The FSA will advance for each 
eligible family $16, or the equiva- 
lent of $2 a month for the rest of 
this fiscal year. This money will 
go to special corporations in each 
state comprising Federal and State 
officials and members of State med- 
ical societies. 

Each corporation will allocate a 
portion of the fund each month 
among physicians, dentists, hos- 
pitals, pharmacists and nurses. 

Participating associations in 
North Dakota have agreed that 51 
per cent of the funds shall go to 
physicians, 37 per cent to hospitals, 
8 per cent to dentists and 4 per cent 
for drugs and nursing. 

In South Dakota 51 per cent will 
go to physicians, 30 per cent to 
hospitals, 15 to dentists, 3 for drugs 
and 1 per cent for home nursing. 

“The plan preserves the patient's 
right to a free choice of physician,” 
said Dr. R. C. Williams, medical 
director of the FSA. 

It will become effective in North 
Dakota Nov. 1 and in South Dakota 
as soon as 20,000 families sign. 

Already 25,000 families in North 
Dakota are receiving medical aid 
under a similar plan operated on 
a county basis. About 37,000 fam- 
ilies in North Dakota and 40,000 in 
South Dakota are eligible to par- 
ticipate. 

The plan already is in operation 
in several states on a county basis, 
Decision to make Statewide appli- 
cation in the Dakotas was made 
because of the effects of drouth. 

Dr. Alexander said that 50 per 
cent of the failures to make good 
under the FSA program were due 
to ill health.

imum wage until approved by the 
administrator after investigation 
showing that such lesser wage rate 
is justified,” Andrews’ regulation 
said. 

Applications covering employ- 
ment of messengers shall identify 
the industry in which the mes- 
sengers are requested to be em- 
ployed at less than 25 cents an 
hour, and shall say why these 
workers should be hired. 

Explanation on Regulations. 

The administration explained yes- 
terday that its definitions and reg- 
ulations to clarify the new law will 
deal with individual industries or 
occupations in only a few cases, 

“Congress could have outlined the 
industries to which the law would 
apply, bc it didn’t, and neither can 
we,” wage-hour officials said. “We 
can hardly put out a catalogue say- 
ing this industry is covered by the 
act and that one isn’t.” 

Officials said its definitions would 
not be specific enough to inform a 
large manufacturing company, for 
example, whether an individual em- 
ploye would be subject to minimum 
wage provisions of the law. 

Andrews and his. legal staff 
will attempt to make more specific 
rulings in response to individual re- 
quests from industries or workers 
in doubt about the application of 
the law to their occupations. 

The administrator said, however, 
the courts would have to decide 
many questions concerning which 
he had “no power to make any bind- 
ing ruling.” 

All industries in interstate com- 
merce, except those specifically ex- 
empted, will be subject to the act. 
They will be obliged to pay their 
workers a minimum of 25 cents an 
hour and limit their work to a max- 
imum of 44 hours a week. 

Employers who violate the re- 
quirements will be liable for unpaid 
sums plus an equal amount as dam- 
ages and costs of litigation,

Japanese columns, warships and

Japanese troops landed this week.

Heavy Fighting at Two Points. 

Heavy fighting raged in the Sin- 
yang sector, on the Peiping-Han- 
kow Railroad 100 miles north of 
Hankow, where the defenders said 
they had recaptured Liuling and 
thereby blocked a projected Ja- 
anese drive down the railroad . to 
Hankow. 

Battles were being fought around 
Yangsin, the barrier to a campaign 
against the Canton-Hankow line 
about 50 miles south of Hankow. 

Warships assisted infantrymen 
in attacks on positions at the mouths 
of Tayeh and Weiyuan lakes as pre- 
liminaries to assaults on Tayeh, 60 
miles southeast of Hankow, where 
there are important iron mines.

We have gained great insight 
into the anemias from the work 
done by Whipple, Minot and Mur- 
phy, work which gained them the 
Nobel prize. 

About a century ago an English 
physician, Thomas Addison, de- 
scribed a peculiar anemia that 
came on without apparent cause, 
and usually progressed fatally. It 
was called pernicious anemia. In 


Wr we consider the entire 


that in this disease the walls of 
the stomach are completely atro- 
phied. Then Whipple, Minot and 
Murphy, in 1925, showed that the 
stomach secretes a substance that 
stimulates the bone marrow. to 
blood formation. So the stomach 
is also a part of the far-flung blood 
system. 

This substance, known as the 
anti-anemic substance. is stored in 
the liver. Naturally, when the stom 
ach is atrophied, the marrow ceases 
to work and anemia results. But 
the important findings . of this 
work were that liver extract would 
entirely replace the missing sub- 
stance and completely cure 80 
called pernicious anemia, which is 
now no longer pernicious. It is 
now called Addisonian anemia, aft- 
er its discoverer. 


Besides liver extract, iron will 
stimulate the bone marrow.

Not vule 
nerable, a player shows about four 
winners when he overcalls at the 
one level, and five winners at the 
two level. Vulnerable, he must 
have one trick more. Thus, as will 
be seen, an overcall, particularly, 
when it is made at the two level, 
vulnerable, guarantees more wine 
ners than are promised by a play. 
er who opens the bidding with « 
suit bid of one.

rentered the arena with a bid of 


two hearts. This was a decided un- 
derstatement of North's strength. 
His hand had almost warranted an 
opening heart bid. Indeed, despite 
the lack of the orthodox two and 
one-half honor tricks, a heart open- 
ing could not be severely criticised, 
Under that circumstance, and the 
further fact that his partner had 
shown a hand with five winners, 
North should have taken more de- 
termined action on this very round. 
not leaving it to chance that his 
partner might make another bid. 
Game should have appeared a near 
certainty to North either in hearts, 
spades or, possibly, diamonds, and 
he should have conveyed that fact 
to South by bidding, not two, but 
three hearts. 

Over North’s actual bid of two 
hearts and East’s pass, South was 
in a very difficult situation. Sure- 
ly, he could not rebid his anemic 
five card spade suit. He could not 
raise a mere two heart bid when 
holding a singleton. He could not 
go to two no trump with a single 
club stopper and such unbalanced 
distribution. 80, in the final anal- 
ysis, his choice narrowed down to 
a pass and a bid of three diamonds, 
Either course would have its merits 
I do not 
think that South’s conservative de- 
Cision to pass can be severely criti- 
cised. As will be seen, however, a 
laydown game in hearts was missed. 
Perhaps some players, holding 
South's hand, would have bid three 
diamonds and thus opened the way 
to a heart rebid by North, which 
then would reassure South into 
raising with the singleton ace. But 
the point is that North’s failure 
to make the proper bid over two 
Aubs created a problem where 
none really existed.

For instance, he says that a girl's 
greatest problem in life is getting 
a husband. When he first said 


this, he was bitterly denounced 
from one end of this country to the 
other.

He has shocked people by what 
he teaches.

I asked him to send me 10 sug- 
gestions vital to girls. That is, 10 
rulings for helping you to find 
sucsess and happiness. 


Here they are, exactly as he sent 
them to me, without the change of 
a comma: 

1. As a college graduate, you will 
be judged not so much by what you 
know as by what you can do and 
how well you do it. 


2. Be sparing in your criticism of 
others. There is enough snobbish- 
ness in one’s nature without delib- 
erately cultivating it. a 

3. Do not let your emotional life 
control you unless you have first 
learned to control your emotions. 
Feel deeply, but think clearly. 


4. To look your best you must 
be your best. Poise and personality 
are nine points of “good appear- 
ance.” 

5. Be able to do something use- 
ful and do it well. Even if you 
never have to make your own way 
financially, you will experience a 
deep sense of satisfaction in being 
equipped for independence. 

6. Choose a man you can respect 
for his ability and character. The 
way he wears his manners is more 
important than the way he wears 
his clothes. 


7. Learn to converse intelligently 
and pleasantly. Small talk is use- 
ful at tea parties but is a question- 
able diet for daily conversation. 

8. Don’t pay too much for popu- 
larity. Think honestly; maintain a 
high sense of values; and set your 
standards accordingly. 

9. Keep your confidence in your- 
self; you will need it not only while 
you are in college but much more
